The Central Criminal Court opens at Green 
treet Courthouse, Dublin, at 11 o'clock this 
morning, the judge being Mr. Justice Sullivan.

ALLEGED FRAUDS ON 
SCOTTISH BOOKMAKERS. 


Peter McConville, bookmaker, of Mount- 
pottinger road, Belfast, and his brother-in- 
law, John Heaney, farmer, of Cullion, 
Ardaragh, near Newry, were returned for 
trial at Newry yesterday on charges of having 
obtained by fraud £103 7s. 1d. from James 
McLean, bookmaker, Glasgow, and £9 10s. 
thit John McLoughlin, ‘bookmaker, Edin- 
urgh. 

_Heaney was also charged with having in- 
cited Hugh Murphy, an auxiliary postman, to 
steal certain date stamps from Meyebeiées 
Post Office. 

Mr. H. H. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, out- 
lining the case for the prosecution, said that 
the prisoners opened accounts with the Scot- 
tish bookmakers and sent their instructions 
by post. They were not satisfied with an 
ordinary win, at, say, 10 to 1, but time after 
time they succeeded in backing the double 
on the same day. These coups appeared some- 
what. strange to the Scottish bookmakers, 
who began to look carefully at the postmark 
as their suspicions were aroused, and they 
handed the matter over to the investigation 
department of the G.P.O. 

The matter was investigated by one of the 
chief experts of the Post Office, and it was 
discovered that the Newry Post Office cancel- 
lation stamp on the letters was a forgery, 
and that the letters had heen handed to a 
rural postman at Mayobridge about 4.30 p.m. 
on the day that the race had actually been 
run, and that the alleged Newry Post Office 
cancellation stamp, purporting to show that 
the letter that was posted at 11.45 a.m., was 
a forgery. 

The case was that Heaney met Murphy on 
his journey between Mayobridge and Newry 
and ‘handed him the letters bearing the forged 
cancellation stamp, and that Murphy put the 
letters along with the Mavobridge letters so 
that thev would be forwarded together, such 
letters already bearing the Mayobridge Post 
Office cancellation stamp.

An extraordinary story was told yesterday 
in the Dublin District Court, when a young 
mar. named William Porter, alias William 
Colter, was charged with loitering, and also 
with posing as a member of the Detective 
Branch of the Civic Guards. 

ON HIS “ BEAT.” 
Guard 120B, in the course of evidence, 
said that he first met Porter in Chancery |} 
lasna Police Station before Christmas. Porter 
was in the habit of coming to that station, 
where he often played a melodeon, On one 
occasion he said that he was a member of 
D.B. (Detective Branch) on political work. 
Sul. sequently, when on snteel - daly in the 
early hours of the morning, the witness 
often met Forter, and chatted with him. 
As the result of various conversations, he 
was convinced that, Porter was on special 
duty, and that he had to patrol South Rich- 
mond street, Camden street, George's street, 
Dame street, St. Stephen’s Green, West, and 
Harcourt street between the hours of 9 p.m. 
and 3 a.m. 

On the 13th and 14th insts, the witness saw 
the defendant, who walked with him on his 
beal. They spoke mainly about police duties.

Mr. Manning (Messrs. Arthur Guinness, 
Son and Co., Ltd. (, said that the margarine 
manufacturers ought to be represented. 

Mr. Selfe said that the oil was classed in 
the same way as butter. 

Mr. Elliott (Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany), said that this was a valuable com- 
moditty, and should not be reduced.

Mr. James Cooper, M.P., asked what about 
the new Northern Drainage Act,-which gave 
the County Council control of ‘all drainage 
in Fermanagh, excepting, Lough Erne. 

Sir C. Falls—Under the new Act it directs 
that each County Council should be the 
drainage authority for all lands drained in 
its own county. How this is going to work 
out now I really do not know. So far as 
navigation goes, there is none in this canal. 

Mr. Corbett, J.P.—They spent a quarter 
of a million pounds, and only one small boat, 
that belonging to Lord Erne, went through. 

Lord Belmore—But it is wanted for 
drainage. 

Sir C.. Falls—Then you have to take it 
over. And what will the Free State people 
say if they ask tc do their own work? 

Lord Belmore said that a report on the 
canal was made to the Fermanagh Grand 
Jury thirty years ago, and that it was then 
stated to be “ hopeless and useless.’’ 

Sir C. Falls said that he saw where the 
trustees were pa.d £1 for attending each 
meeting, and he saw no authority for that. 

The Secretary pointed out that he put this 
matter up to the Ministry of Finance some 
twelve months ago, but got no decision on 
the matter.

The German Cabinet. 


After long negotiations with the 
various rolitical parties in the German 
Reich Dr. Luther at last has succeeded 
in forming a Cabinet. His aim was 
to steer a middle course between the 
Nationalist Scylla and the Charybdis of 
extreme Socialism, For that reason he 
confined his field of choice to the three 
parties of the middle—the People’s Party, 
the Centrists and the Democrats, with 
some reinforcement from the People’s 
Party of Bavaria. Three portfolios apiece 
have been given to the People’s Party and 
the Centrists. Officially, two have gone 
to the Democrats; but, as the inevitable 
Herr Gessler once more has been appointed 
Minister for Defence, and as he nominally 
is a Democrat, the balance is maintained. 
The tenth seat in the Cabinet will be filled 
by a member of the Bavarian group. Con- 
troversy in Germany is likely to rage 
around the personalities of three individual 
Ministers.

Ancient Roads. 


Where the railway train runs through 


England to-day the Roman _ legions 
tramped two thousand years ago; for, as 
Mr. Reginald Smith, of the British. 
Museum, told an audience on Sunday, 


the railway system follows the same lines 


.as did the road system in Roman Britain. 


One great road—the Watling street of 
later times—ran through Rochester to the 


point on the coast between Deal and 
Sandwich at which Cesar landed. Others 
ran to Colchester, Chichester, Exeter, 


Cirencester and Chester; and the most 
famous of all, the Great North road, ran 


to York and the Wall. To-day the English 
railways not merely follow the lines of the 


main Roman roads, but seem to copy their 
minor branches. Ireland never had the good 
fortune to be opened up by Roman roads ; 
yet her primitive road system was not 
without evidence of shrewd design. Sy 
the second century of our era a radia 
system of five “ prime roads '—as the Four 
Masters called them—had been made, 
running from the military centre of Tara 
to the circumference of the central plain. 
One road ran northward by Ardee and 
Dundalk to Armagh. Another ran south, 
to Dublin, crossed the river at the point 
now *marked by the Whitworth Bridge, 
and then broke into branches that ran, 
one to Bray, and the other, after follow- 
ing the line of the present Naas road, to 
Ballaghmoon, Gowran and the southern 
capital, Cashel. The ancient western 
capital, Cruachan, was reached by a road 
that ran through Mullingar and Longford, 
and a second road to the West followed 
the gravel ridge across the middle of 
Ireland to Galway. The fifth great road 
ran south to Naas, then turned, 
running to Roscrea, and so to Limerick. 
Thus, save for the shifting of the centre 
of the system from Tara to Dublin, the 
ancient roads foreshadowed the railway 
lines in Ireland as well as in Britain.

TRANSPORT AND 
HARBOURS. 


—— 


'THE PROPOSED COMMISSION. 
(By “ ARTIFEX.”) —. 

The decision of the Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to appoint a Depart- 
mental Commission of Inquiry into the 
functions and finance of Free State harbours 
is important to the point of gravity. It 
almost certainly implies the rejection by the 
Executive Council of the strongly supported— 
and, on the merits, irresistible—plea for a 
Commission to examine the general problem 
of national transport. 


MAKESHIFT COMMISSIONS. 

Is it too late’ to enter a reasoned protest 
against a continuance of the policy of make- 
shift commissions and sectional examinations 
of a problem which is one and indivisible—to 
endeavour to show that the deadlock and 
paralysis which have followed upon sectional 
treatment of transport by railways, roads and 
canals can only be prolonged and intensified 
by similar procedure in regard to harbours, 
which are but further links in the transport 
chain? Let us review the results of recent 
piecemeal inquiries in transport in relation to 
(Government action—or inaction. First, we 
had the Railway Commission, whose report 
was not only rejected, but ridiculed, by the 
Government. It was followed by legislation 
upon the British model, with financially 
disastrous consequences. Secondly, we had 
the Canals Commission, whose labours pro- 
duced no result whatever; and, thirdly, the 
Roads Advisory Committee (in reality a De- 
partmental Commission of Inquiry), whose 
recommendations have been rejected effectively 
by the Ministry of Finance. The really 
significant thing about the reports of these 
three hodies was that they were arrived at 
without reference to one another, and accord- 
inglv could not under any circumstances have 
been made the bases for any intelligible or 
effective transport policy. 


ANOTHER FUTILE INQUIRY? 

Now. unless the Executive Council face and 
grasp the whole situation quickly and 
courageously, we are to carry the method 
which has proven. partly futile and partly 
disastrous to its next and really dangerous 
stave. A Commission is to he selected—pre- 
sumably from groups of persons specially in- 
terested in. harbour _ development and 
administration. and ex hypothesi debarred, 
both bv their lack of knowledge and by their 
terms of reference, from reviewing ports and 
harbours in wide and intimate reference to 
the fact that they are neither more nor less 
than important elements in the movement of 
passengers and merchandise. 

That the position, extent and equipment of 
harbours must be determined in strict relation- 
ship to present and future internal transport 
facilities is so obvious as hardly to require 
argument. Yet, if we are to judge from the | 
action of the Executive Council. argument is | 
necessary. Let us state it in the form of a} 
few brief imaginary questions from the Chair- 
man of the proposed: Commission and of the 
witnesses’ replies. For instance :— 

Q. Do you think the Port of Sligo should 
be extended, or, alternatively, that the 
natural resources of Blacksod Bay 
should be developed ? 

A. That depends largely upon the provision 
of efficient railway or road approaches 
to the points in question. 

Q. Have vou gone into the question of the 
cost of such approaches? 

A. No: that is a question for railway and 
road experts, 

Q. Do you know what are the Government's 
intentions as to road-making or im- 
provement in the Blacksod Bay and 
Sligo hinterlands? ;

The inquiry which the Northern Ministry 
for Home Affairs instituted last September 


into the Belfast Corporation’s housing 
schemes came to an end yesterday. 
The Commissioner (Mr. R. D. Megaw, 


. K.C.), in announcing that no further evidence 


would be taken, referred to a recent discus- 
sion at the Beltast Corporation. Alderman 


"McConnell, he said, was reported to have 


said that it was time the inquiry was draw- 
ing to a close, that all sorts of discussions 
had taken place in regard to the building of 
houses, and that when they reached the ques- 
tion of titles ke thought the bow was being 
drawn too far. The Alderman had also said 
that the inquiry was costing the Corporation 
£100 every day it sat. 

That was an attack on the Commission 
that was sitting, and impugned the conduct 
and methods of the inquiry. He did not 
intend to discuss either the good taste or 
the occasion on which these observations 
were made. The inquiry was directed at the 
request of the Corporation. Matters of 
serious importance having been discussed it 
became quite evident the investigation should 
be a searching and a thorough one. 

Although numerous parties had appeared 
before him the issue generally was as to 
whether or not there was maladministration, 
and not as to who were the partics involved 
in it, if there was such. He mentioned that 
in one case there was evidence adduced in a 
matter of values that an adviser was not only 
advising the Corporation as to value, but that 
he was also agent of the proposed vendors. 


SLATES AND TIMBER. 

When the inquiry was resumed yesterday 
morning, Mr. A. H. Muir, accountant, was 
examined as to various reports that he had 
prepared. 

Regarding slates, he said that the de- 
liveries greatly exceeded the orders in almost 
every case. A larger size of Bangor slates 
was sent than was ordered, and these were 
charged for at an increased price without 
question. Another point was whether: the 
contractor was entitled to charge for load- 
ing. 

His tenth report dealt, he said, with the 
first contract given to Messrs. Robb Bros., 
for timber. In many cases the contract 
prices were simply ignored. The position 
was very curious. First of all they had de- 
finite quotations accepted, with the issue of 
an order for each item, but the timber was 
only delivered at certain periods. There must 
have been some method by which the con- 
tractors received intimation when and where 


the timber was required. He was in the 
dark as to how Messrs. Robb received their 
instructions on this point. A number of 


items in the order were never delivered at 
all. The position was quite obscure, and he 
could not clear it up. 

Mr. Muir mentioned that for 9 x ó spruce 
Messrs. Robb charged 18 per cent. above the 
“ring ” prices. 

CONTRACTOR'S SLIP. 

Dealing with stones and screenings, Mr. 
Muir said that in the month oí Novemher, 
1924, Mr. D. Ingram had been buying half- 
inch cleaned screenings from Messrs. Howden 
Bros., Larne, and selling them to the Cor- 
poration at 25s. per ton. In the month of 
February, 1924, Messrs. Howden tendered to 
the Corporation for these screenings de- 
livered at Woodvale at 14s. 3d. per ton, but 
the tender was reiected. In March, 1925, 
Messrs. Howden again tendered at prices 
varving from 15s. to 18s. 6d. per ton de- 
livered, according to site. This tender was 
also rejected, and in the meantime Mr. 
Ineram continued to supply the Corpoartion 
at 25s. per ton.

THE LAST GREAT SEAL 
OF IRELAND

PRESENTED TO NATIONAL 
MUSEUM. 

An interesting and somewhat valuable relic 
of the late Government régime in Ireland 
hts been deposited recently in the National 
Kildare strect, Dublin. It is the 
last Great Seal of Ireland, a massive piece of 
silver work, which weiehs 200 ozs.

ANTRIM COAL 


POSSIBLE REOPENING. 

It is possible that the Duneany, Glenbuek 
and Dunloy mines, in the North Antrim coal- 
field, may be reopened at an early date. 
There are five shafts in the coalfield, and the 
last one opened—that known as No. 5 Mine-— 
was worked by the late Mr. James O Neill, 
of Dunloy, about fifty years ago. The seam, 
however, was small, and this circumstance, 
together with the fall in the price of English 
coal, made the work unprofitable. and the 
mine was closed.

From Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


‘O-DAY Dail Eireann re-assembles after 
the Christmas recess. The orders of 
the day include:—(1) Consideration of 
eleven supplementary estimates, and (2) 
consideration of a resolution authorising 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
to appoint a Commission on Ports and 
Harbours. 

For the months immediately ahead a 
comprehensive programme of work has 
been arranged. To begin with, there are 
at least twelve bills awaiting final reading 
by the House, while the reports of half-a- 
dozen Commissions are in the making 
These reports are all due for presentation 
within the next three months, by the end 
of which time at least two other Commis- 
sions—Banking and Food Prices—will 
have begun their deliberations. 


LIQUOR BILL. 

Several new legislative measures will be 
introduced. during the coming session. 
One of the most important will be a bill 
to give effect to the finding of the Intoxi- 
cating Liquor Commission. This measure 
has not yet been finally drafted, and no 
date has been fixed for its introduction, 
but I learn that an effort will be made to 
have it passed through all its stages before 
the summer recess. 

Of the scope of the bill, all that can be 
learned at the moment is that it will be 
‘* broadly based on the recommendations 
of the Liquor Commission.”’ 

Among the new bills due for introduc- 
tion in the immediate future are (1) a 
Court Officers Bill, and (2) a bill to 
continue the existing system of medical 
registration in the Free State for a period 
of six months. 

The introduction of the former is neces- 
sarily a preliminary to the presentation of 
the new Rules of Court. A good deal of 
time has elapsed since: the Rule-making 
Committees reported to the Minister for 
Justice, and most of this time has been 
devoted by the Ministry to the drafting 
of a bill that will bring into statutory 
existence certain offices referred to in the 
new Rules. This bill having been passed 
by the Oireachtas, the Rules will be 
‘tabled ” without further delay. 


MEDICAL BILL. 

The news that a bill is to be introduced 
to continue the jurisdiction of the British 
Medical Council in the Free State for 
six months will be welcomed by everybody. 
It is known that negotiations between 
representatives of the profession in the 
Free State and the Medical Council have 
been in progress for several months, but 
so far nothing has happened to show that 
the “hopes of the Government ” in the 
matter are likely to be fulfilled. In six 
months’ time everybody should be con- 
vinced that the wisest course is to leave 
the medical register alone. 

The writs for the pending by-election, 
it is understood, will be moved on to- 
morrow. Polling in that event will take 
place on or about 19th February.

MR. ALFRED GREY, R.H.A. 

Mr. Alived Grey, R.H.A., the veteran 
Dublin 'andscape painter, died in his sleep, 1 
his 1voms, Gardiner’s place, during Saturday 
night last. His death removes’ one whose 
name for more than half a century has been 
famiiiar in the world of Irish art. 

Mr: Grey had lived just past his eightiet) 
birtnday, and, althouga he gad been frail for 
some years past, he was abj@to walk about 
as ‘ately as last week. Is marked artistic 
gifts brought him agMfhirers, rather than 
fortune, but to the end he bore himself with 
fortitude and cheerfulness.

With the excenvtion of Mr. Alexande 
Williams, Mr. Alfred Grey was the oldest 
member of the Royal Hibernian Academ:. 
The two veterans of the easel were als» 
together at the founding of the Dublin 
Sketching Club fifty-one years ago. It was 
very likely while out with the. Club in its 
early days that Alfred Grey became possess=.1 
of the beauties of the River Tolka, which so 
often figured in his landscape painting. Last 
vear his work was absent from the Royal 
Hibernian Academy exhibition for the first 
time within living memory. He had been 
at work upon a canvas for the exhibition, but 
was nid. to finish it. His last picture, 
painted for the Academy exhibition of 1924 
was entitled “ Repose.” 

lt is many years ago since Alfred Grey, as 
a young man, exhibited im the Royal 
Academy, London. His splendid paintings ci 
cattle and of Highland landscapes created 
a greet stir in London, The late Queen 
Victoria so much admired them that 
she had him taken svecially to the 
Scottish Highlands to paint a number of her 
favourite views around Mar Lodge. On 
those occasions Mr. Grey stopped at Mar 
Lodge as the suest of the late Duke of Fife. 
The Prince of Wales (afterwards King 
Edward VII.) was much impressed by Mr. 
Grey’s work in the Royal Academy, and 
more than once he wrote about it and about 
young Grey to the Duke of Fife. He wrote 
also to the young artist himself, congratulat- 
ing him upon his landscapes. Lord Howe 
was another patron of the arts who admired 
the early work of Alfred Grey, and gave him 
several commissions. Grey was a master of 
landscape. There was nothing meretricious 
in his work, and at its best it bears com- 
parison with that of the best masters. 

By none will Alfrec Grey’s death be more 
keenly felt than by the students and younger 
artists. He took a kindly and paternal in- 
terest in the Academy schools, particularly 
in the Life School, of which from year to 
year he was appointed visitor. Here his 
sympathetic word and helpful attitude en- 
deared him to the students; for he cheered 
them in those moments which so often try 
and not infrequently depress the student 
whose aim is to give fit expression to the 
beautiful. 


VERY REV. M. J. CANON QUIN. 


The death occurred on Sunday of the Very 
Rev, M. J. Canon Quin, Parish Priest of 
Carlingford. He was ordained in 1888, and 
was subsequently curate in Forkhi!l, Cam. 
lough, and Dundalk. He was made Adminis. 
trator of the latter town in 1902, and left 
Dundalk in 1910 and became Parish Priest of 
Carlingford. A few years later he was ap- 
pointed Canon. 

Canon Quin was a nephew of the late Canon 
Quin, Parish Priest of Camlough, who, when 
he died last May, was the oldest parish priest 
in the archdiocese of Armagh, being between 
91 and 92 vears of age.

DEADLOCK IN 


' FRANCE. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE — 
REJECTS M, DOUMER’S PLAN 


CABINETS DILEMMA,

PARIS, Monday. 

Another days discussions have not 
made any clearer what is going to 
happen about the French Government and 
its finances, but the prospects of a satisfac- 
tory compromise being arrived at between 
M. Doumer, the Minister of Finance, and the 
Radical and Socialistic critics of his pro- 
posals seem more remote. 

The Finance Committee of the Chamber, 
or, rather, the members in it of the Cartel 
des Gauches, who constitute the majority, 
finished .this evening their task of evolving 
sufficient additional taxation to balance the 
Budget. . 

HOPES FOR A SURPLUS. 

The increases and adjustments of taxation 
on which they have agreed are estimated to 
produce 4,400 million francs (nearly 
£354,000,000), whereas the deficit of the 
Budget, after certain further economies have 
been made, is estimated at 4,200 millions. So 
the Committee reckons on a small surplus. 

Most. of the items which make up this 
total have been taken from M. Dumesnil’s 
biil, which represents the ideas of the Cartel, 
Some of them are common both to it and the 
Government s bill, but the Committee refused 
to consider again the meain feature of the 
latter, the new ‘‘ tax on payments,’’ even as 
a temporary measure for this year only. 

M. Doumer maintains that this tax offers 
the only possible escape from a further in- 
flation of the currency, sinee the receipts 
from it are bound to be certain and regular. 
He refuses to give it up. Hence the breach 
between the Government and the parties of 
the Cartel remains as wide as ever it was 
last week. : 

SUCCESSION DUTIES. 

The Committee will proceed to-morrow to 
consider the proposals for the amortisation 
of the short-term debt. which they decided to 
treat as a separate bill. The Cartel members 
propose to devote to this purpose the yield 
irom succession duties, about which they have 
ideas of their own. They propose to grant 
the State a share in every legacy, and cal- 
culate that by this means it will obtain an 
additional income of 1 500,000,000 franes (just 
over £11,000,000), which can he applied to a 
sinking fund.

Father Ernesto Buonaiuti, one of the most 
famous Italian theological and ecclesiological 
writers, has been placed under a ban of major 
excommunication by the Catholic Church

The Chairman of the Inter-State and 
Foreign Commerce Committee of the 
House of Representatives, which is con- 
ducting the inquiry into the control of 
certain raw materials by foreign Govern- 
ments, announced this afternoon that it 
was the intention of the Committee to con- 
sider and recommend legislative action by 
Congress. No hint was given of the 
nature of these recommendations, and this 
is not surprising, since even Mr. Hoover. 
the Secretary of Commerce, who appeared 
as a witness again this morning, had little 
of a specific kind to suggest. 


PUBLIC OPINION. 

Mr. Hoover told the Committee that its 
labours had been fruitful in the effect they 
had had on American public opinion. He 
believes that this rousing of public opinion 
has been a powerful factor in depressing 
the price of rubber from an unreasonable 
level. 

There was little attempt in the exchange 
of question and answer to disguise the fact 
that Mr. Hoover had instituted the Com- 
mittee’s activity primarily for the pub- 
licity it engendered, and it is from the 
nature and extent of this publicity that he 
apparently takes comfort. 

He was asked whether, as a defence 
measure, the restriction of loans to 
countries offending in the matter of raw 
material conirol would have his theoreti- 
cal approval, and he replied that the 
horder line between defence and reprisal 
was difficult to draw, but that he would 
look on the initiation of a frankly retalia- 
tery policy “with dismay.” 

He did think, however, that some 
Government agency like the Federal Trade 
Commission might be authorised to keep 
in constant touch with the price levels of 
imported raw materials, and where these 
were found to be too high, legislative per- 
mission to form buyers’ combines might 
be allowed. 


DOMESTIC SITUATION.
